To gation of this Realm, and to the intent that ſkilfull Mariners, and 
1 bl Seafaring men, might bee alwapes tn readineſſe to furniſh, aſwell 

Our owne Royall Naute,as the Shipping of Our Sublects, by Our 
I Proclamation dated the (irt day of Auguſt, in the twentieth yeereof 


Ol Seafaring hs , Shtpwatght ,o2 Shipcarpenter whatſoeuer, being 
ur Subiect, ſhould without expꝛeſſe licence of Us, oz of Pur Admi⸗ 


rall of England, enter , oꝛ attempt, oꝛ goe about to enter into the ſeruite of any fozreine Pzince, oz 


State, oꝛ bee imploped out of this Nealme, in any ſeruice whatloeuer, vnleſſett were in the ler⸗ 


uice of Us, oꝛ okſome of Our liege Subiects: 
And whereas by a later Pꝛotlamation, dated the leuen and twentieth dap of Febꝛuarp, then 


following, Wee did ſignifie Our plealure, That Our ſaid foꝛmer Pꝛotlamation ſhould be hereafs 
fer carefully oblerued, and put in exact execution, willing, That all men ſhould take knowledge, 
and that Wee ſhould eſteeme the offenders therein, as Fugitiues, and Nunagates, foꝛgetting 
their naturall allegiance and duety to Us and Our Tawes, and accoꝛdingly ſhould pꝛoteed a⸗ 
gainſt them with all ſenerity: 

And did furthermoze thereby ſtraitly charge and command, That no Mariner, oz Sceafaring 
man, ſhould abſent, hide, oz withdzaw himſelfe from Our ſerutce, oꝛ Pꝛeſts, and that all ſuch per 
ſons hauing Our Pꝛeſt money giuen oꝛ tendꝛed vnto them,ſhould duttfully and reuerently re teiue 
the lame and repaire aboard Pur Ships, at the times to them limited and aſſigned, andthence- 


koꝛth continue in Our le ritice as to the duety of good Subiects appertaineth, and not withdzaw 


themlelues, oꝛ departtherefrom, without ſpeciall licence, vpon paine to incurre the vttermoſt ſeue- 


rity of Our Lawes to be inflicted vpon them, as malefactoꝛs in a very high degree, to the hazard of 
Our Royall Nauie and ſeruite. 


Now, foꝛalmuch as wee haue reteiued Infoꝛmation, That, notwithſtanding the ſtrictneſſe of 
Our laid Pꝛoclamations, there hath followed no redzeſſe oftheſe enoꝛmious crimes,#contempts, 


wee being relolued to meete with all impediments, wherby luch Hur weighty ſerulte is hinde⸗ 
red, and offenders hardened and imboldened in their obſtinatie, and wilfull tontempts, doe 
hereby ſtraitlp inhibite and foꝛbid, That no Owner oz Maſter ofany Ship, oz veſſell, noꝛ any 
other letting foꝛth any veſſels of Trade, Fiſhing , oz otherwiſe, doe pꝛeſume to hire oz entertaine 
any Mariner,o2 Stafaring man, knowing him to haue offended againſt the laid Pꝛoclamations, 
oꝛ either ok them, by leruing koꝛreine Pꝛinte oꝛ State without licence, oꝛ by dilobeying Dur Pꝛeſts, 
oꝛ abandoning Our leruite: And ik luch Owner, Maſter, oꝛ other perſon, not no wing ok the laid 
offences, all hire o2 entertaine any luch offender oz offenders, that foozthwith vpon no⸗ 
tice of any the ſaid offences, they deliner ſuch offenders ouer vntothe next Juſtice of Peate, Maioz, 
Baplife, Conſtable, oꝛ other officer, tote: impuloned vntill the laid offenders ſhall giue ſufficient 
Bondand Caution foꝛ their fozth tomming e appearante, in ſuch Court, oꝛ plate of Juſtite, vnto 
which it may appertaine, to be pꝛoteeded againſt,x puniſhed, atcoꝛding to their detnerits; and with- 
all, that the ſaid Maſters, Owners a other perſons foꝛbeare to pay to the laid offenders any was 
ges. And further, Wee doe ſtraitly charge and command all Our Lieutenants, Deputie Tieute⸗ 
nants, Juſtices of Peace, Matozs, Bayliffes, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, Searchers 
and officers, aſwell of our Admiralty, as of Our Poꝛts, and alſo all and euery perſon and perlons, 
to whom any Commiſſion, Deputation, oꝛ Letters of Aſſiſtance ſhall be directed foꝛ the pꝛeſting of 
Mariners, and Seafaring men foꝛ Our ſervice, that they ſhall from time to time vle all poſſible dts 
ugente and indeauour, to appꝛehend and cauſe to be appꝛehended, alwell al ſuch Mariners # Sea- 
faring men offending, as afoꝛeſaid, as allo all ſuch Owners, Maſters, and others, as contrary to 
this Our Vopall commandement, ſhall entertaine 92 Hire them, 62 pay them any wages, o2 other- 
wile helpe them to eſcape the hands of Paſtice ; and ſuch as they ſhall appꝛehend, they ſhall with 
Certificate of their names and offences, binde ouer to appeare befoze the Commiſſioners of Our 
Name.,in London, to be by them committed,# deliuered ouer to the oꝛdinary courſe of Our Juſtice, 
either in our Court of Starrechamber, oz of Our Adnuralty, o2 otherwiſe, as the quality of the 
offence ſhall require. And voee likewile charge and command all Pzeſt-maſters,and their Alli⸗ 
ſtants, topubliſh the Names of all ſuch as (hall be pꝛeſted by them in Our Poꝛts wherethey are ta- 
ken, as alſo to deliuer a note oł their names to the officers of Our Poꝛts, ⁊ others who are fitteſt to 
diſcouer them: And wee haue alſo giuen oꝛder to the Commiſſioners of Our Naup to make certifi- 
tate into all parts of this KRealme, where they ſhall thinke it conuenient oz vſefull, ot the names 
of ſuch as ſhall offend in any ofthe pꝛemiſſes. And tonlidering that the leruite now in hand toꝛ the 
letting fooꝛth of Our Fleete, is of great conſequence, both foꝛ the ſafety of Our Kingdomes, and 
fo: the honour of Our Imperiall Crowne and Dignity, That all the eyes and hearts of Ourlo⸗ 
uing Subiects, are taſt vpon it , and expect the ſupplying thereof to be made with extraoꝛdinary 
care; wee haue thought ſit to recommend the lame in this extraoꝛdinary manner intending here⸗ 
after to make ſuch further pꝛouiſion againſt all ſuch offenders, as are not hereby made ſenſible of 
their dueties,and ranged to obedience , as the neceſſity and impoꝛtante of Pur ſeruite at this time, 
and other times ſhall require.
